The subject matters of claims 1, 4, 5, 9 and 10 do not appear to be novel or to involve an 
inventive step since these matters are well-known techniques described in all of the documents 1-4 
cited in the ISR. 

The subject matters of claims 2 and 6 do not appear to be novel or to involve an inventive 
step in view of documents 2-4. It is also a well-known technique to use a period during which 
control data for controlling a display device overlap as the vertical blanking period, as described in 
all of the documents 2-4. 

The subject matters of claims 2 and 6 do not appear to involve an inventive step in view of 
documents 1-4. In the invention described in document 1, command data is transmitted to the 
display unit from the control unit 100 at the moment when the horizontal synchronizing signal goes 
to the high level. However, a person skilled in the art could have easily conceived of transmitting 
command data during the vertical blanking period on the basis of the well-known techniques 
described in documents 2-4. 

The subject matters of claims 3 and 7 do not appear to involve an inventive step in view of 
documents 1-4. In document 1 (paragraph [0025]), there is the description "in this second 
embodiment, command data for 3 clocks are sent in series from the moment when the horizontal 
synchronizing signal (H-SYNC) goes to the high level, as shown in the timing figure of Fig. 5". In 
addition, a person skilled in the art could have easily conceived of arranging the command data for 
each parameter to be controlled. 

The subject matter of claim 8 does not appear to involve an inventive step in view of 
documents 1-4. The "command data correcting unit 5" described in document 1 (paragraph [0024] 
and Fig. 4) is a majority circuit for each bit of the command data. In addition, in case of making a

The following observations on the clarity of the claims, description, and drawings or on the question whether the claims are fully supported by 
the description, are made: 

Although there is a description "the image processing device as claimed in claim 5" in claim 
6, an "image processing device" is not described in claim 5. 

Also, relating to this point, although there is a description "the display device as claimed in 
claim 6" in claim 7, no "display device" is described in claim 6. 

Therefore, the subject matters of claims 6 and 7 are not clear. 
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(57) Abstract: There are provided an image processing device and method, a display device and method, and an electronic device 
capable of controlling a driver by superimposing panel setting data on an image signal. For example, a control unit (63) supplies 
a driver control signal to an image processing unit (61) by serial communication. The image processing unit (61) causes a video 
memory (14) to store a digital signal inputted from a video signal processing unit (12) and performs a predetermined signal processing 
while reading the signal so that the signal is converted into a video signal having a horizontal and a vertical blanking period. Here, 
the image processing unit (61) superimposes the panel setting data based on the driver control signal from the control unit (63) on 
the vertical blanking period of the video signal converted. 
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
